The lawyer for a Edmonton man suspected 
of supporting a terrorist group says his 
client will fight extradition to the United 
States. 

“I think any Canadian would want to 
stay in Canada to answer to charges,” Bob 
Aloneissi said outside court. 

Sayfildin Tahir Sharif, a 38-year-old Iraqi 
Canadian, was arrested by the RCMP in 
Edmonton on Wednesday at the request of 
the FBI. Sharif, who has children and fami¬ 
ly in the city but is not married, appeared 
in court briefly on Thursday accompanied 
by three sheriffs. The matter was put over 
to Jan. 27. 

Aloneissi said Sharif is an ethnic Kurd 
who came to Toronto from Iraq in 1993 
before moving to Edmonton. 

He said a possible extradition could 
take months. 

The U.S. Department of Justice says 
Sharif was charged based on evidence 
gathered in Canadian court-authorized

Although overall crime in 
the city of Edmonton has 
dropped 18 percent, sexu¬ 
al assaults were on the 
rise last year. 

“We don’t know the an¬ 
swer (why) yet,” said act¬ 
ing police Chief David 
Korol. “In other jurisdic¬ 
tions. and especially Van¬ 
couver, there’s the same 
kind of trending. They’re 
doing a detailed study and 


we’re going to examine 
for similarities.” 

Despite one outstand¬ 
ing statistic, Korol said the 
record 18 per cent reduc¬ 
tion is “certainly encour¬ 
aging.” 

The overall crime rate 
is measured each year 
through eight different 
categories. 

From 2009 to 2010, as¬ 
saults were down seven 
per cent, robberies were 
down 22 per cent, break 
and enters were down 17 
per cent, thefts from vehi¬ 


cles were down 21 per 
cent, thefts of vehicles 
were down 26 per cent 
and thefts over $5,000 
were down 21 per cent. 

There was no change in 
the homicide rate, though 
police solved 22 of 27 
homicides last year —a 
much better clearance 
rate than in the previous 
two years. 

Korol said an increase 
in the number of officers 
over the last four years 
has contributed to suc-

In a letter of complaint

He won office the first time 
under the banner of “stand¬ 
ing up for Canada.” Now he 
travels the countiy promis¬ 
ing to be “here for Canada.”

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3-D industry 
pushes on as 
some get sick 

O 25 per cent of Americans experience headaches, blurred 
vision when viewing 3-D: American Optometric Association 


From Holl 5 ^ood studios to 
Japanese TV makers, pow¬ 
erful business interests are 
betting 3-D will be the fu¬ 
ture of entertainment, de¬ 
spite a major drawback: It 
makes millions of people 
uncomfortable or sick. 

Optometrists say as 
many as one in four view¬ 
ers have problems watch¬ 
ing 3-D movies and TV, 
either because 3-D causes 
tiresome eyestrain or be¬ 
cause the viewer has prob¬ 
lems perceiving depth in 
real life. In the worst cases, 
3-D makes people queasy, 
leaves them dizzy or gives 
them headaches.

In his new book, Brighter 
Red, the India-born author 
challenges Canadians to 
move beyond our social 
issues in order to reach our 
full potential. 

You write that being born in 
Canada is like winning the 
lottery in life. What do you 
mean by that? 

For immigrants like me, 
especially coming from 
Third World or developing 
nations, Canada’s like a 
golden mean that attracts 
us and the longing with 
which we come to this 
country is like a culmina¬ 
tion of a long struggle. So 
for those who are born 
here it’s like a golden 
birthright. 


And yet you outline a num¬ 
ber of social issues that 
you’ve identified as 
problematic. Is there one 
you felt to be most pressing? 
The one that is closest to 
my heart, coming from In¬ 
dia, is child poverty. It’s 
something that you see 
rampant on street corners 
ever 5 ^here there. To 
come to Canada, to a rich 
nation, and then to see 
the same issues is surpris¬ 
ing. In a rich nation like 
ours, children go to sleep 
hungiy, children go with¬ 
out meals, children are re¬ 
ally deprived of the 
simple pleasures of life. 
You encourage your readers 
to help you think out a “new 
Canadian conscience.’’ What 


exactly does that entail? 

Someone I sold the book 
to at Chapters said, “We 
Canadians have an 
attitude of an ostrich with 
our head in the sand.” 

And that’s exactly right. 
Let’s get our heads out of 
the sand. Acknowledge 
there is a lot of work to be 
done on the simple issues 
of poverty, child poverty, 
cost of education. 

You say aside from this new 
consciousness, we need an 
“equality for all approach.’’ 
Do you really think that’s a 
realistic or tenable solution? 
The equality for all 
approach is so well 
embodied in our health¬ 
care system. That’s the 
model I use. I know we 


have our challenges there, 
but 99 per cent of Canadi¬ 
ans still live by the 
system. So the equality for 
all approach should be a 
basic human living condi¬ 
tion. 

Has anyone from the 
government been paying at¬ 
tention to what you’re say¬ 
ing? 

No. I have had a chance to 
speak to a few politicians, 
but they don’t seem to be 
in the mood for that. 

Why should we pay 
attention? 

With their head-in-the- 
sand attitude, I find if you 
present people with real 
facts they start thinking 
about these issues.

The warmest year on 
record is a three-way tie: 
2010, 2005 and 1998. 

So says the UN weather 
agency, providing further 
evidence Thursday that 
the planet is slowly, but 
surely, heating up. 

Average temperatures 
globally last year were 
0.53 C higher than the 
1961-90 mean that is used 
for comparison purposes, 
according to the World 
Meteorological Organiza¬ 
tion. 

That’s a bit lower than 
what the U.S. National Cli¬ 
matic Data Center 
announced earlier this 
month, but the World Me¬ 
teorological Organization 
also uses figures based on 
data collected by Britain’s 
Meteorological Office and 
NASA. 


“The 2010 data confirm 
the Earth’s significant 
long-term warming 
trend,” said Michel 
Jarraud, WMO’s top 
official. He added that the 
10 warmest years after 
records began in 1854 
have all occurred since 
1998. The average world¬ 
wide temperature for the 
20th century was 13.9 C. 

But rising global 


temperatures over the last 
century are causing 
climate experts to worry. 
Most atmospheric 
scientists attribute the 
change to carbon dioxide 
and gases released into the 
air by gasoline-burning en¬ 
gines and other industrial 
processes. The gases tend 
to trap heat in the atmos¬ 
phere like a greenhouse.

No stranger to physically 
demanding roles, action 
star Jason Statham’s previ¬ 
ous career as a member of 
the British diving team has 
come in surprisingly handy. 

“It was veiy good for me 
to do what I’m doing now, 
because a lot of the training 
is all pointed in a direction 


where it allows you to gain 
aerial awareness,” he ex¬ 
plains. “So if you’re doing a 
lot of stunts, you have a 
very great sense of distance 
and timing. It’s definitely 
paid off.” 

The diving background 
helped for his latest film. 
The Mechanic, which called 
for Statham and co-star Ben 
Foster to careen down a 30- 
storey office building, sup¬ 
ported by a single rope. The 
star of the Grank and Trans¬ 


porter movie series insists 
it was a blast, though 
maybe not as much for his 
co-star. 

“He was pooping him¬ 
self,” he says of Foster. “Just 
being strung up with Ben to 
see how scared he was 
when we was doing the 
down the side ... It makes 
me sound a little bit sadis¬ 
tic. It’s great.” 

But aside from taking 
glee in a co-star’s trepida¬ 
tion, Statham admits stunt- 


heavy roles are just that 
much more satisfying for 
him. 

“When you do some¬ 
thing good, there’s a great 
excitement to it,” he says. 
“It’s always more reward¬ 
ing doing something in 
terms of the action. 

“You do a good dramatic 
scene, there’s no one clap¬ 
ping for that. If you do a 
good stunt and it works out 
well, there’s a great eupho¬ 
ria on set,” he said. “That 


just doesn’t happen in dra¬ 
matic scenes. You just don’t 
get that immediate re¬ 
ward.” 

A remake of the 1972 
Gharles Bronson film of the 
same name. The Mechanic 
asks Statham to step into 
some storied shoes, but he’s 
not worried. 

“There’s always the com¬ 
parisons that are going to 
be made, and it’s not the 
first remake that I’ve done,” 
he says.

At 73 years old, Sir Antho¬ 
ny Hopkins is trying to 
live by a new life philoso¬ 
phy: expect nothing. 

“Expectation leads to re¬ 
sentment and depression, 
so I have no expectations,” 
he says. “To be realistic is a 
great freedom. I have no il¬ 
lusions about my position 
in this world as an actor or 
an 5 d:hing like that. No illu¬ 
sions at all. Fm very realis¬ 
tic. Reality is a very 
liberating thing.” 

But this recently discov¬ 
ered enlightenment does¬ 
n’t mean Hopkins isn’t 
doing an 5 d:hing an 5 miore. 
The notoriously busy actor 
has several projects lined 
up, as well as a number of 
completed films out this 
year, including his latest. 
The Rite. 

In the religious thriller, 
Hopkins stars as a veteran 
exorcist fighting on the 
front lines for the Vatican. 
But it wasn’t a project he 
immediately jumped at. 

“I thought I didn’t want 
to play another spooky 
guy, you know? I wasn’t 
sure,” he says.

Then, of course, there 
was the subject matter. 
Let’s just say religious cer¬ 
tainty doesn’t exactly jibe 
with Hopkins’ newfound 
philosophy. 

“I don’t know what my 
beliefs are, really, about 
any of it,” he says. “Any¬ 
one who says they know 
— T believe in the truth.’ 
Oh, the truth? A lot of 
trouble that got us into 
over the last thousands of 
years. Hitler knew the 
truth. So did Stalin, so did 
Mao Zedong, so did 
Torquemada in the Span¬ 
ish Inquisition. They all 
knew the truth, and that 
caused such horror. Cer¬ 
tainty is the enemy. Hu¬ 
man beings? We know 
nothing.” 

But despite any qualms 
Hopkins has with Catholi¬ 
cism, he’s more than hap¬ 
py to play a character 
who’s more than a little 
scaiy — and the man who 
is still best known for play¬ 
ing Hannibal Lecter knows 


a thing or two about being 
scary. 

“You have fun with it. I 
know what scares people, 
I know what’s scary on 
film, because that’s what I 
do,” he says. “I guess I’ve 
got a knack for it, but it 
doesn’t mean I’m a scary 
person. My wife’s not 
scared of me. I’m scared of 
her.” 

Part of Hopkins’ fresh 
sense of calm has come 
from not taking Holly¬ 
wood too seriously, he in¬ 
sists. 

“What is so liberating 
about this whole business 
is when you see the big 
movies are going to come 
out, and then you see 
them up in Malibu in a lit¬ 
tle triplex theatre a week 
later on a scratched nega¬ 
tive and you think. That’s 
it?” he says. “It’s a great 
liberation thinking that 
none of it is important. 
That’s a great feeling — 
nothing matters any¬ 
more.”
